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The Members of the State Road Department have had 
an opportunity of objectively study the overall picture 
of Florida’s highway system during the first three 
months of our term. This study has been most enlight¬ 
ening, and it is our belief that the people of Florida 
should be made cognizant of the true conditions that 
exist. The fact that the people want roads has definitely 
been established. At our Tentative Budget Meeting in 
Lakeland, Florida, on January 28, requests for roads 
and bridges were made in excess of $100,000,000. This 
is overwhelming evidence of the desire on the part of 
the people for good roads. Needless to say the financial 
condition of the State Road Department would not per¬ 
mit such a program of construction to be undertaken, 
and the Members of the Board have been placed in the 
position of having to say “NO” to many worthwhile 
projects. It is not the desire of the Members of the State 
Read Department to assume a negative attitude, but 
necessity demands it. When one considers the funds that 
were available for new projects in 1949 he learns that 
it was necessary to set aside $15,500,000 out of the anti¬ 
cipated revenue for 1949 for the completion of outstand¬ 
ing contracts. Notwithstanding this carry over of con¬ 
tracts the present Road Board was able to program 
$23,400,00 in new projects by taking advantage of Fed¬ 
eral Aid funds that had been allowed to accumulate as 
well as revenue from bond issues of the Florida Improve¬ 
ment Commission earmarked for work in certain coun¬ 
ties. In order that the people of Florida may know the 
true condition existing in the highway system it might 
be wise to cite just a few figures that will be involved 
in bringing Florida’s highway system up to first class 
condition. As we proceed into the future we are faced 
with the fact that it will require at least $360,000,000 
for new construction to improve our existing road sys¬ 
tem to a standard recommended by the American Asso¬ 
ciation of State Highway Officials. Another fact that 
might be enlightening to the people of Florida is that 
there are over 1400 structures of outmoded vLoden 
bridges that are of obsolete design for present day traf¬ 
fic and should be replaced. This one item alone will 
require an estimated $50,000,000. It is well recognized 
by all the people of Florida that one of the greatest needs 
is an adequate highway from the Georgia line to Miami. 
In connection with this one item alone it is well to show 
you some of the problems we face. It will require an 
estimated $43,000,000 just to rehabilitate U. S. Highway 
No. 1 from the Georgia line to Miami. In the event we

were to build a four lane highway on U. S. No. 27 through 
the center of the State to Miami, a very badly needed 
road, this project would cost an estimated $52,000,000. 
In addition to that, the road from Jacksonville to Pensa¬ 
cola is entirely inadequate today, and in order to bring 
it up to the necessary standards would require an esti¬ 
mated $40,000,000. There are at least 2,000 miles of road 
in Florida that should be widened to a minimum of 24 
feet. The problem of maintenance is a terrific one, and 
some 3,000 miles now on our system require rehabilita¬ 
tion because they are from twenty to thirty years cld 
and have reached a state of disrepair where driving con¬ 
ditions are poor and maintenance costs are excessive. In 
several sections of Florida we have highways that were 
built to accommodate 2500 cars a day that are now accom¬ 
modating over 8,000 cars a day, a traffic count even 
greater than a four lane highway can accommodate. 

These are just a few of the many problems facing the 
Members of the State Road Department. In cooperation 
with the people of Florida and with the members of the 
Legislature, we intend to do our best to accomplish our 
objectives and improve Florida’s highway system. When 
the desire on the part of the people of Florida for roads 
is as great as it is I am sure that in some manner, 
through the wisdom of the people and their duly elected 
Legislative Representatives, some adequate and proper 
way will be found in the foreseeable future to supply 
those roads. In the meantime, with the limited funds 
available we will continue to do the very best we can, 
approaching things realistically and placing first things 
first.

John Peyton Little, dean of Florida 
civil engineers, at ninety-four is al¬ 
most as ancient as the century-old 
oaks which he considers the strongest 
and most beautiful trees in the state’s 
forests. His agile mind is as extra¬ 
ordinary as the venerable cypress of 
the primeval swamps. His body is 
as vigorous and wholesome as the 
pines that march the length and 
breadth of the peninsula. 

This remarkable nonagenarian no 
doubt derives something of these at¬ 
tributes from the trees, themselves, 
for he has spent almost seventy years 
making the Florida woods his career. 
He has literally walked over almost 
every square mile of them; and, with 
no thought of retiring, he still goes 
out daily on surveying jobs whenever 
the call comes. 

The oldest living alumnus of Wil¬ 
liam and Mary College, Little prob¬ 
ably is also the oldest practicing civil 
engineer and timber estimator in the 
country. 

His biggest all-time job was during 
the land boom of 1925-26 when he 
walked 1,500 miles in a hundred days, 
surveying a tract of 4,000,000 acres 
for a development company near 
Jacksonville. His largest timber job 
covered 97,000 acres in Orange and 
Osceola Counties. 

After so many years, so many 
miles, ‘ ‘ Papa ’ ’ Little blends well with 
the aged cypress and oaks and pines. 
He and the Florida trees are kindred 
spirits, and he talks about them with 
authority. 

1 ‘ Few people realize how many dif¬ 
ferent trees grow in the state,” he 
reflected, rocking on the front porch 
of his old-fashioned home at Clear¬ 
water, now on a down-town traffic 
artery but a field out in the country 
when he built there forty years ago. 

Brushing aside the purely orna¬ 
mental trees as mere sissies, he plung¬ 
ed right into the forests: 

“Of them all,” he said, “the 
cypress—those crazy trees that want 
their feet in the water and their 
knees sticking out to breathe through 
—are the most interesting. Cypress 
is not only odd and picturesque, but 


it also offers the greatest challenge to 
the timber estimator. Its ‘pecky’ con¬ 
dition requires more precise reckon¬ 
ing, to determine the degree of this 
condition as well as the amount of 
timber. ’ ’ 

The trees grow very large and put 
up their porous breathing “knees” 
to a height of fifteen or twenty feet 
sometimes, Little went on. The lum¬ 
ber, ranging from yellow to rich red 
shades, takes a beautiful finish. The 
distinctive “pecky” condition, which 
gives it an appearance of great age 
as though honeycombed by worm- 
holes, is thought to be caused by a 
fungus which enters the tree through 
a knot or broken limb. 

Considered very decorative for in¬ 
terior finishes, the antique effect is 
sought by builders copying old archi¬ 
tecture. It also makes the lumber so 
durable that it lasts practically for¬ 
ever. 

In fact, the cypress tree, thought 
to be the oldest living thing on earth, 
is known to have attained an age of 
6,000 years. For many centuries it 
has been called “the wood eternal.” 
The ancient Egyptians built their 
mummy cases of it; and specimens of 
cypress evacuated from rock strata 
dating back to the ice age were 
neither decayed nor petrified. 


The famous “Old Senator” at 
Longwood is usually pointed out to 
visitors as the largest cypress tree in 
the state, and is thought to be ap¬ 
proximately 3,500 years old. Little, 
however, found specimens along the 
southern Suwannee River that he 
believes larger. 

The cypress grows slowly, requir¬ 
ing about thirty years to add one inch 
to its radius. And, though wet when 
"cut, the lumber never shrinks, no 
matter how much it’s dried out—a 
quality high in its favor. 

“It’s certainly the most inacces¬ 
sible tree on earth,” Little laughed, 
remembering the many times he has 
waded the cypress swamps, sometimes 
in mud and water to his neck, esti¬ 
mating a stand. Once, even, he had to 
swim. 

“Heart of oak” is no mere figure 
of speech to this woods expert, for 
the tough, unyielding fiber of the oak 
tree makes this the hardest of all 
Florida woods. Indeed, the oak is 
mentioned together with the cypress 
in the Bible as those “which He 
strengtheneth for Himself among the 
trees of the forest” (Isaiah 44:14). 

The liveoak, toughest of the clan, 
was formerly used extensively for 
ship-building, Little recalled. The 
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lumber was excellent, and the natural 
bend of the limbs made perfect joints 
or “knees’’ for the ship’s hull. The 
United States government, prior to 
the steel age, reserved vast areas of 
these liveoaks for construction of 
naval vessels; and Florida oak also 
sailed the Seven Seas in many a 
romantic old windjammer. 

The white oak grows into a long¬ 
bodied, fine lumber tree, especially 
useful for flooring and heavy build¬ 
ing. It has a peculiarly indented leaf, 
and the acorns are very large. The red 
oak, also good lumber, is found main¬ 
ly in the northern part of the state 
near the Georgia line. 

Water oaks, Little thinks, make the 
prettiest shade trees, being unusually 
symmetrical and not too tall. When 
old, however, the limbs rot and break 
off, ruining the tree. Smaller, less 
important varieties of the oak family 
include the pin oak; the willow oak, 
named from its willow-like leaf; and 
the blackjack, or scrub oak, which 
grows on high ridge land, the sandier 
and poorer the better. 

“The pine is the regular old Flor¬ 
ida standby, of course.” With a 
sweep of his hand Little indicated the 
state’s vast over-all range of “piney 
woods”: the short-leafed slash pines 
of the hammocks; the more common 
long-leaf yellow, of the uplands; the 
hard spruce pine of the scrub. 

A fourth variety, the Cuban pine, 
is found in the southern part of the 
state. Some of these trees are very 
“fat”, having a great deal of pitch 
in them. Sticks of the dried wood— 
particularly the knots—were used for 
lights or torches by pioneers and 
hunters, who gave it the nickname of 
“lighter” wood, or “lighter” knots. 

“The biggest pines I ever saw,” 
he mused, “were some giant slash 
pines in Gulf Hammock. In that rich, 
damp soil they sometimes reach sixty 
or seventy feet up to the first 
branches, and measure five feet across 
the stump. They have huge cones that 
open wide to shed the big “masts”, 
or seeds, which are a favorite food of 
the red fox squirrels usually found 
in the vicinity. ’ ’ 

In the hammocks of middle and 
northern Florida grow the so-called 
hardwoods—the bays and gums, the 
hickory and cedar and others. Like 
most of the state’s trees, they have 
been cut close and are practically 


extinct commercially, but they still 
offer interesting variety to motorists 
along the highways. 

The red bay is called by furniture 
manufacturers a fine type of maho¬ 
gany. The magnolia, also of the bay 
family, has creamy white wood with 
beautiful dark contrasts, and was a 
favorite for interior finishing and 
veneers. The scattered magnolia trees 
remaining now, with their dark 
polished leaves and their great, fra¬ 
gile white blossoms, offer one of 
Florida’s rarest treats. 

The gum trees are characterized by 
tremendous spongy butts at the base 
—another odd manner of tree-breath¬ 
ing. The sweet gum is a fine timber 
tree, with white sap and deep red 
heart. The tupelo has an annual 
crop of heavy fragrant bloom from 
which tupelo honey is made, and its 
soft, grainless wood is used in the 
manufacture of bowls and trays. The 
black gum has little commercial value. 

The red cedar is another hammock 
tree whose wood seems ageless. It 
is used for everything from fence 
posts to lead pencils, but most of the 
growth obtainable now goes into the 
making of cedar chests. 

“Even the cabbage palm is useful 
as timber,” Little said. “The center 
is spongy, but slabs of the hard out¬ 
side may be cut for interior finishing 
and resemble stone when varnished. 
The tall, straight trunks also make 
excellent pier pilings, being imper¬ 
vious to sea worms which attack most 
woods.” 

Long-time Floridian though he is, 
John Peyton Little is really a native 
of Virginia, born in Richmond 
August 11, 1854. His father, a physi¬ 
cian, moved to Williamsburg several 
years after the war so his son could 
have the advantages of William and 
Mary College. John Peyton was bare¬ 
ly twenty when he was graduated in 
1874 and started west to seek his 
fortune. 

He reached Florida eight years and 
several jobs later, via Mississippi, 
New Orleans, and a boat trip across 
the Gulf of Mexico. Settling in Cedar 
Keys, he remained there for twenty 
years, married, built a home, and 
reared a family of five children. 

In this new state the young civil 
engineer found his career made to 
order. His first job was at Wildwood, 
surveying a railroad right-of-way; 
and from that beginning he helped 
to survey and build the present fine 


system of railroads down the Gulf 
coast. 

In 1906 he moved to Clearwater, 
then a village of sandy streets and a 
mere handful of inhabitants, and he 
has helped it to grow into the present 
thriving little city of 18,000. But the 
big old house, as though shrinking 
from the modern din of traffic, still 
stands aloof far back on its corner 
lot in a little park of its own. 

A spreading liveoak—just a sapling 
by a fence corner when he moved in 
—presides majestically. “Papa” Lit¬ 
tle has planted the fruit trees, the 
palms, the jacarandas, the splendid 
royal poincianas, through the years, 
and spends his spare time puttering 
among them. 

For this patriarch of the piney 
woods, even when he’s at home, likes 
to be among trees.

A cold wind blew against the old 
two-story white painted frame court¬ 
house at Crawfordville in Wakulla 
County, late one afternoon in No¬ 
vember. 

In an office upstairs in the half- 
century old structure, sat bespec¬ 
tacled and wrinkled William Galves¬ 
ton Durrance, 80-year-old tax collec¬ 
tor for Wakulla County for the past 
48 consecutive years. He was check¬ 
ing figures in a musty ledger. 

A few miles away on Durrance’s 
place at Medart, several fine dogs, 
in a pen in the backyard, sniffed at 
the cold air and seemed to know that 
the hunting season was only a few 
days off. 

Durrance’s mind wasn’t exactly on 
his books that afternoon. He was 
thinking about November 24, the date 
circled in red on the calendar in 
front of his desk, which heralded the 
opening of another hunting season. 

Durrance will have a lot of time 
to hunt and fish after January 5, 
for on that day he will turn over to 
young Jerry Hodges Jr., of Sop- 
choppy, the duties of the office of 
tax collector. Durrance didn’t choose 
to run for re-election. Hodges was 
elected to succeed him. 

“I figured,” the old tax collector 
said, “that I had held the job long 
enough and should retire. I want to 
devote most of my time catching up 
on hunting and fishing, and helping 
Mrs. Durrance run our mercantile 
business at Medart.” 

Durrance probably has held an elec¬ 
tive office longer than any other man 
in the United States. He is sure he 
has set an all-time record for Florida 
office holders, and it is pretty safe 
to claim the record for the Nation. 

Forty-eight years is a long time, 
but Durrance, possessed with an 
abundance of youthful vigor, doesn’t 
look nor act like a man who last 
September 29, reached the eightieth 
milestone in his long span of years. 

His secret of youthful vigor? Well, 
let’s let him tell you. 

‘ ‘ I have never smoked, took a drink 
of intoxicating beverages, or even a 
sip of coffee,” he said with a great- 
deal of emphasis,” and I have had a 
lot of outdoor activities.”

“I was brought up, in fact I was 
born and reared right here in Wakul¬ 
la County, by good old-fashioned par¬ 
ents who didn’t believe in letting 
their off-spring drink or smoke. They 
believed in moderation in everything, 
except hard work, and I had plenty 
of it. It did me good, too, I’m proud 
to say. 

“Ever since I was able to follow 
my father around the woods, I have 
spent as much time as I could out¬ 
doors. I think fresh air, hard work, 
and lots of outdoor recreation will 
just make a fellow live a darn long 
time, longer than those unfortunates 
penned up in city office buildings 
and stores. 

“Then, there is another important 
factor. That’s the Lord. I believe 
very strongly in the wonders of Diety, 
and I have given of my time and 
funds in the work of the Lord.” 

He didn’t say so, but a little check¬ 
ing revealed that he is one of the 
strongest pillars in the Lake Ellen 
Missionary Baptist Church at Medart, 
and for years, has been the clerk 
and treasurer of the little but deeply 
religious membership. 

For a life time, Durrance has mixed 
working for the Lord and his politi¬ 
cal constituents together in a brew 


that has brought him much satisfac¬ 
tion and a grand reputation. 

His debut in politics came when he 
was a young man. He was deputy 
registration officer for the county for 
two years, and then was elected to 
membership on the county’s Demo¬ 
cratic Executive Committee. He held 
this post four years. Then he sought 
the office of tax collector, and to no 
one’s surprise, was elected. Then fol¬ 
lowed his 48 years as the incumbent, 
and many times during this long 
period of almost a half a century, he 
didn’t have opposition. It was just 
understood by the people of Wakulla 
County, that “Durrance is a good 
man and we do not want to change.” 

The hard training he received when 
a boy from his parents, and the fact 
that in the years to follow he pursued 
the course set by them for him, has 
resulted, he said, in never having 
had to be “attended by a doctor in 
my whole life.” 

He doesn’t believe in worrying. He 
thinks worry is a waste of time. He 
believes if you can’t relieve a situa¬ 
tion when it arises, that worrying 
won’t help out, and probably will 
only make matters worse. 

“If you want to live a long time,” 
he said, “don’t smoke, drink, worry, 
and get lots of exercise.” 

AVhile he has been attending to the 
duties of his office, Mrs. Durrance 
has been running a profitable busi¬ 
ness at Medart. Durrance wants to 
devote more time to this business 
when he retires, but Mrs. Durrance 
believes he will spend most of the 
time in the woods, hunting, or in 
some shady stream nearby, catching 
the elusive trout that are so plentiful 
in the waters of this county. 

The Durrances have three daugh¬ 
ters and two sons, plus four grand¬ 
children. All live in or the vicinity 
of Medart.

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Free Toll Bridges in Florida 


As a motorist, have yon ever stopped to wonder how, 
with so many bridges being required in Florida, you 
were able to enjoy their benefits without paying toll f 
Or perhaps you did not know that there were quite a 
number of bridges in the State built as toll structures 
but whose service you have enjoyed toll free. 

The Apalachicola Bay Bridge is a good illustration. 
Last December first the final payment of $65,000 in 
principal and $2,600 in interest was made on this bridge. 
It was thus made secure from the possible imposition of 
toll charges. 



Views of the "Gorrie" Bridge over Apalachicola Bay completed in 
1935 and on which final payment was made last December. The 
Bridge was named in honor of Dr. John Gorrie who first discovered 
the process for making artificial ice. 
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Since no one has ever had to pay a toll to cross the 
bridge it may be surprising to learn that it was, technical¬ 
ly at least, built as a toll bridge from revenue bond 
funds pledging such tolls. 

The project was constructed in the depression Thirties, 
being started in May, 1934 and completed in September, 
1935. It consists of about 2.8 miles (nearly 15,000 feet) 
of bridge structure and 3.7 miles of causeway and ap¬ 
proaches, and replaced a ferry service across the bay 
between Eastpoint and Apalachicola, on SRD 30 (IT. S. 
319). 

The project’s classification as a toll bridge is a result 
of the method of financing. It was built under a PWA 
docket (843) with the county issuing 4% toll revenue 
bonds in amount of $1,500,000 which were turned over 
to the Road Department. The Department in turn sold 
the bonds to the Federal Government and used the money 
to construct the facility. At the same time it entered into 
a lease-purchase agreement with the county to take over 
the bridge when completed and pay for its use each year 
a sum sufficient to meet interest and principal maturities 
on the bonds. The State Treasurer held in trust a deed 
from the county granting the facility to the Department 
when all bonds were retired, and he also administered 
the debt. 

Construction cost of the project was $1,500,000 of which 
the State paid $1,150,000 and the Federal Government 
$350,000. This Federal contribution was by way of remis¬ 
sion of payment on that amount of the bonds. The Govern¬ 
ment also remitted over $100,000 of the $507,000 interest 
the State was scheduled to pay. 

The annual lease payments by the Department elimi¬ 
nated the necessity of charging tolls on the structure. 
Had the Department, for any reason, defaulted or 
rescinded its agreement to pay lease rental sufficient to 
meet the debt requirements, the bond holders would have 
had the legal authority to require collection of tolls to 
service their obligations. 

The Road Department is acquiring twelve additional 
bridges under lease-purchase agreements. The only one 
one which the motorist is required to pay tolls is the 
Overseas Road and Toll Bridge segment of the road be¬ 
tween Key West and Miami. That is, in fact the only toll 
bridge or toll road on the 8,950-mile State Maintained 
System. On this the toll collection are used to supplement 
the surplus gas tax for paying the debt services.

Ed H. Beckett, who lias served the 
county for thirty-two years and who 
holds the distinction of being the old¬ 
est county commissioner in the state, 
in years of service, went down to 
defeat along with four other Demo¬ 
cratic county officers in the General 
Election last November. 

Thirty-two years ago when Pinellas 
county had a population of about 
8,000, Beckett, a native of the county, 
took office in the small wooden court¬ 
house built in Clearwater over night 
to prevent St. Petersburg from grab¬ 
bing the county seat after Pinellas 
broke away from her mother Hills¬ 
borough. He has retained the office 
continuously through many heated 
campaigns. 

Beckett was one of the leaders in 
the county’s first system of nine-foot 
paved roads. When he came on the 
board there were no hard-surfaced 
roads in the county which now has 
several hundred miles of wide paved 
highways and causeways to the Gulf 
beaches. 

When the Veterans Administration 
sought a location for a veterans hos¬ 
pital, Beckett helped to secure the 
hospital for Bay Pines after the coun¬ 
ty purchased the $100,000 site. 

An ardent hunter and fisherman 
and a crack shot, Beckett has pioneer¬ 
ed in developing water and soil con¬ 
servation projects including the Long 
Bayou dam which will create a fresh 
water lake more than four miles long 
at a cost of more than $100,000. 

Back in 1926 Beckett joined with 
others in visioning a highway skirting 
the Gulf coast from Pensacola to St. 
Petersburg. He was vice president, 
for a time, of the Gulf Coast High¬ 
way association which has been in¬ 



fluential in bringing the road to the 
northern limits of St. Petersburg. 

The veteran commissioner was one 
of the leaders in the creation of the 
Pinellas county water system which 
now serves more than 4,000 residents 
of the beaches with water. The sys¬ 
tem now has assets of more than a 
million dollars. 

During his long reign as commis¬ 
sioner, of which fourteen and a half 
years was served as chairman, Beckett 
was behind such projects as the 
modern courthouse in Clearwater; 
new $600,000 county building in St. 
Petersburg, now under construction; 
new jail in Clearwater, health clinics, 
Pinellas county airport, county fair 
grounds, county home and Lake But¬ 
ler fish hatchery. 

Just recently he led the movement 
which culminated in the p urchase of 


the 800-acre group of Mullet Key 
islands at the entrance to Tampa Bay, 
as a future recreational center. 

Commissioner Beckett relinquished 
the office of chairman of the West 
Coast Inland Waterways for which 
he has worked for many years when 
his successor took over on Jan. 4. 
He is past president of the Florida 
association of county commissioners; 
member of the board of the National 
Association of county officials and 
director of the state chamber of com¬ 
merce. 

Like all good politicians, Ed 
Beckett, a native of Clearwater, has 
had bitter opposition through the 
years as well as staunch admirers. 
He is a tough fighter for his own con¬ 
victions, and his peppery tempera¬ 
ment has caused the sparks to fly in 
commission meetings. But even more 
often his wide judgment has prevent¬ 
ed disaster. And his sound reasoning, 
his wealth of experience have long 
provided salt for the political loaf. 

The courthouse will somehow seem 
strange without his warm handclasp 
and his hearty greetings which could 
be heard reverberating down the 
marble corridors long before he reach¬ 
ed the commissioners room. For 
whether you agree with him or not, he 
is your friend. That is why the citi¬ 
zens of Pinellas County, including his 
opponents, will miss dynamic Ed 
Beckett. 
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HOW A BILL BECAME 
A LAW

1 am a law now. Several weeks ago, 
T was just another bill that was pro¬ 
posed in the House of Representa¬ 
tives. The way in which I became a 
law is interesting, but complicated. 
In case you may be interested, here 
is my life story: 

“I was a bill about Agriculture. A 
representative from a mid-western 
state wrote me. 

“The first thing that happened to 
me was the time I was dropped into 
the ‘ Hopper ’—a little basket espe¬ 
cially for new bills on the side of the 
clerk’s desk in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. I remember it well, for it 
is the first step in becoming a law. 
All new bills do that much alike, be¬ 
cause that is the very beginning. But 
from there, as each bill goes its own 
way, they all have different expe¬ 
riences. I am a typical bill, so that 
is why I am telling you my story. I 
shall continue. 

“Soon, the clerk came to me, read 
my title, and gave me a number to 
tell when I was received. Then I went 
to the printer, and after that I was 
sent to the Speaker of the House. 
From there I went to a special Com¬ 
mittee on Agriculture, where I was 
discussed, debated, and fiinally sent 
to a subcommittee for special study. 
They considered me ‘necessary’ and 
took me back to the committee. (I 
was glad that they didn’t ‘table’ me, 
which means that I would have been 
‘killed’. I could have been revived 
only if the majority of the entire 
House would have voted that I should 
be brought out for the House to act 
upon.) 

“The Committee put me on the 


House Calendar, where all of us new 
bills have to wait our turn to get to 
the floor where we are discussed 
and debated some more. I was glad 
that I didn’t have to wait so very 
long for my turn. When I reached 
the floor, I discovered that all the 
representatives had printed copies of 
me that they had been busy studying. 

The representative who had writ¬ 
ten me, and many others who had 
agreed in caucus to support me, were 
telling the members my good points. 
But there were some legislators who 
didn’t like me. 

After awhile, they took a vote and 
I was surprised to find that I had 
won by a large majority! The Speaker 
of the House signed me and I was 
taken to the Senate by a page boy. 

In the Senate, I went through 
nearly the same experiences I had 
in the blouse, so it wasn’t new to me. 
The clerk read my title and again 
I was given a number. The Presi¬ 
dent of the Senate turned me over 
to the Senate Committee on Agricul¬ 
ture. The committee didn’t like some¬ 
thing that was written on me, so they 
amended me in certain places. The 
sub-committee okay’ed the change, 
and 1 was placed on the Senate 
Calendar. I had to wait a little longer 
here because, as there are only 
ninety-six members in the “Upper 
House”, they are permitted to speak 
and debate as long as they wish on 
one subject. 

Just as I was beginning to give up 
hope of ever reaching the Senate 
floor, my number was read. Here, 
as in the House, I went through 
many hours of discussion and de¬ 
bate. All that was said about me was 
written in the “Congressional Rec¬ 
ord.” When at last it was time for 
the vote, I didn’t seem to care wheth¬ 
er I was passed or not. But I was 


passed, and signed by the President 
of the Senate. (I was now collecting 
autographs and could hardly wait 
till I had the President’s signature!) 

But when I went back to the House 
of Representatives, they didn’t like 
the way the Senators had changed 
me, so they called together another 
committee, named the “Special Con¬ 
ference Committee”, with members 
of both Houses represented. They 
soon reached a compromise and I 
was again on my way to get the Pres¬ 
ident’s autograph. (I got two more 
signatures after the committee meet¬ 
ing—those of the Speaker of the 
House and the President of the 
Senate.) Then I was embossed and 
sent to the office of the President 
of the United States. 

This is the happiest day of my life, 
because the President signed me and 
I became a law! Newspapers and 
radios, magazines and farm jour¬ 
nals, carried the story of my success. 

I was then taken to the Department 
of State for safekeeping. 

It was a long, hard journey, and 
I am glad that it is over. Now that 
I am in effect, I have been helping 
farmers all over the nation. I’ll bet 
those men who didn’t vote for me 
in the Senate and the House are sorry, 
because everyone says 1 ’m a big 
help!” 
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County Activities and Personalities 


Collier County Commissioners held a 
special meeting on March 23 to pay 
tribute to Rep. D. Graham Copeland 
who served as chairman of the board 
for 20 years and resigned early this 
year to take over his duties as the coun¬ 
ty’s representative in the legislature. 
In a resolution the board paid tribute 
to Mr. Copeland for his service to the 
county. The resolution went on to say 
that during his term of administration 
the county had established an enviable 
reputation throughout the State and 
nation for its fiscal management and 
commended Mr. Copeland for his con¬ 
structive record and his leadership in 
the building and development of Col¬ 
lier County. He was presented a gold 
watch chain with a locket attached, the 
outer portion of the locket being in¬ 
scribed with his name, and on separate 
leaves inside was inscribed the term 
of his service, the names of the pres¬ 
ent members of the board and the seal 
of Collier County. 

Okaloosa County Commissioners have 
a part in the plans for beautification of 
public property and other spots in 
Crestview. They have recently planted 
200 azaleas on the south side of the 
courthouse lawn.

Santa Rosa County’s new Welfare 
Building, a modern ten room structure 
erected by the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, was opened on March 18. 
The occasion was marked by the meet¬ 
ing of District One Welfare Board at 
Milton which was followed by a lunch¬ 


eon held at the Woman’s Club at which 
time the board had as their guest Mr. 
Wade Cashion of Jacksonville who is 
assistant to the State Welfare Com¬ 
missioner, and also county officials and 
others. In the afternoon open house 
was held, and the general public called 
to see the new building. 

• 

Dixie County Commissioners awarded 
contract to K. Griner of Cross City for 
grading approximately 650 yards of 
road at Suwannee (Demory Hill) at the 
mouth of Suwannee River in Dixie 
County. The contract also covers cut¬ 
ting of right-of-way for the project. 

• 

Leon County Commissioners have 
adopted a plan or reorganization and 
departmentalization of the county road 
department. Under the plan, prepared 
and submitted by Commissioner L. C. 
Tully, there will be four departments 
consisting of road construction, road 
maintenance, supply and shops, and 
stockade and camp. Each department 
will be operated independently of the 
other by supervisors and foreman work¬ 
ing under the direction of Superintend¬ 
ent C. D. Pedrick. Heretofore the coun¬ 
ty road department has operated as a 
single unit under the Superintendent. 
Commissioner Tully said the depart¬ 
ment system was established in order 
that each employee might know the part 
he is to take in the organization and it 
also is designed to control the expendi¬ 
ture of funds “so as to receive the most 
in return and be able to show where, 
why and how much is spent.” Supervi¬ 


sors are required to report progress on 
road work at the end of each day to 
the Superintendent who will keep rec¬ 
ords of progress and expenditure. 

• 

Duval County Commission Chairman 
J. F. Hammond, who is also president 
of the National Association of County 
Commissioners, recently conferred with 
Rep. Charles E. Bennett in Washington. 
He and other national officers of the 
organization, also conferred with mem¬ 
bers of the House Public Lands Com¬ 
mittee in regard to Federal payments 
to communities in lieu of taxes on prop¬ 
erty owned by the Government. 

• 

Dade County maintains 1,482 miles 
of road according to County Commis¬ 
sion Chairman Hugh Peters who an¬ 
nounced the results of a recent survey. 
If connected in a straight line the roads 
would stretch farther than New York. 
Peters mentioned that all of the roads 
except 162 miles are hard surfaced, 
which gives Dade County a rating of 
90% of roads hard surfaced compared 
to the national average of seven percent 
for county administered roads. The 
Commissioner also said that county 
roads damaged greatly by hurricanes 
and floods of the last two years are 
now in normal condition and few com¬ 
plaints are being received by the coun¬ 
ty engineer’s office. 

• 

Brevard County Commissioners at 
their March meeting ruled that all sub¬ 
division plans must show a 50 foot right- 
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of-way on each side of the center line 
of any county road, 50 foot right-of- 
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way on each side of any secondary State 
road and 100 foot right-of-way on each 
side of any main arterial highway. 

• 

Volusia County Commissioners, after 
a discussion of the practice of dumping 
garbage along the county’s highways, 
voted to notify the sheriff of the condi¬ 
tions prevailing along the roadside and 
ask him and his deputies to take neces¬ 
sary action against this law violation. 
County Attorney Luther also advised 
the board that “any citizen” who sees 
such a violation may sign a warrant 
against the offender or report it to an 
officer.

Purpose of the Week is to present 
through appropriate channels of pub¬ 
lic information, a complete picture of 
facilities and services embodied in 
park and recreation properties and 
programs. 
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Parks and playfields and favorite 
forms of recreation have become basic 
ingredients in our daily lives. Love of 
outdoor sports and interest in woods 
and fields and waters have gone Big 
Time. 

What would New York City be 
without Central Park, or San Fran¬ 
cisco without Golden Gate Park? And 
what would Florida be without shuf- 
fleboard, tennis, picnicking, swim¬ 
ming, sun-bathing, water-skiing, hik¬ 
ing, boating, sailing, touring, fishing, 
or enjoying Nature’s tonic in the quiet 
contemplation of green lawns, flower¬ 
ing shrubs and beautiful trees? 

The Park and Recreation Week 
movement originated from the Ameri¬ 
can Institute of Park Executives, the 
National Recreation Association and 
similar organizations representing the 
public parks and playfields in cities 
and towns across the Nation. 

The project will, for the first time 
in history, dramatize and present to 
the public a composite picture of the 
vast resources for enjoyment, health 
and general welfare provided by na¬ 
tional, state, county and municipal 
park and recreation systems. 

The Week is not so much a means 
of bringing people to parks and recre¬ 
ation,—it is rather to make them con¬ 
scious of the attractions and facilities 
that they may enjoy throughout the 
outdoor season. It will also make the 
country more conscious of the impor¬ 
tance of parks and recreation in their 
bearing upon the public welfare and 
national economy. 

American Newspaper Publishers as¬ 
sociation has recommended to all its 
members, including the leading papers 
in the country, that they publish a 
special travel edition or travel page 
in May. 

Radio department of the Advertis¬ 
ing Council, Inc., an association of 
practically all important national ad¬ 
vertisers, has approved the project. 

Each local situation is, of course, 
different but park and recreation lead¬ 
ers in each community know how to 
organize and to proceed. The extent 
to which the event will be observed 
in each city, town and village must 
be determinated by the park and rec¬ 
reation leaders or authorities in each 
of these communities.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That the State 
Board of Administration be and it is hereby 
authorized and requested to retain such portion 
of the 80% surplus gasoline tax accruing month¬ 
ly to the credit of the aforesaid counties, as will 
be sufficient to pay handling charges of the 
designated paying banks, and to furnish the 
State Road Department with a statement of the 
Amounts withheld. 

OLD RIDGE AT TITUSVILLE GIVEN 
TO CITY 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department of 
Florida has constructed a new bridge across the 
Indian River at and near the City of Titusville, 
Brevard County, Florida, which said bridge when 
completed will replace an existing wooden bridge 
across said river; and 

WHEREAS, the existing wooden bridge will no 
longer be necessary or useful for public highway 
purposes, and the permit of the Department of 
the Army, Corps of Engineers, relating to said 
bridges requires the removal of the existing 
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wooden bridge upon completion of the new 
bridge, and 

WHEREAS, the City of Titusville has requested 
the State Road Department to grant it a portion 
of the existing wooden bridge, being the south¬ 
westerly 700 feet thereof, for use as a public 
fishing pier to be maintained by the City of 
Titusville as a municipal recreational facility; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department of Florida that it dofes 
hereby give and grant unto the City of Titus¬ 
ville, a municipal corporation under the laws of 
Florida, of the County of Brevard and State of 
Florida, and its successors and assigns forever, 
all of the right, title and interest which the 
State Road Department has in and to the south¬ 
westerly 700 feet of the existing wooden bridge 
across the Indian River at and near the said 
City of Titusville, which portion of said bridge is 
further described as follows: 

All of said wooden bridge lying within 25 feet 
of center line which begins at the center 
of the westerly end of said wooden 
bridge where the same connects with the 
causeway and extending northerly and east¬ 
erly along the center line of said wooden 
bridge a distance of 700 feet, with the fur¬ 
ther right and privilege of maintaining said 
portion of said wooden bridge conveniently 
and safely connected with said causeway, and 
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the grant 
hereby made shall take effect when the new 
bridge across the Indian River at Titusville, 
Florida has been completed and opened to traf¬ 
fic, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this grant 
is conditioned upon the State Road Department 
being granted a change in the permit of the De¬ 
partment of the Army, Corps of Engineers, so as 
not to require the removal of the portion of said 
wooden bridge hereby granted, and absolving the 
State Road Department of Florida from all fur¬ 
ther liability and responsibility in connection 
with said portion of said wooden bridge and 
upon the said City of Titusville obtaining a 
permit from the Department of the Army, Corps 
of Engineers, permitting said portion of said 
bridge to remain in place. 

EXTENSION OF TIME FOR GULF 
COUNTY TO REPAY ADVANCE 
FROM 20% SURPLUS GAS TAX 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Gulf County, Florida, by resolution 
of the Board of County Commissioners dated 
September 30, 1948, requesting the State Road De¬ 
partment to advance certain funds to said coun¬ 
ty therein described, and agreed to repay to the 
State Road Department all funds advanced for 
the construction of said roads from the 20% sur¬ 
plus gasoline tax accruing to the credit of said 
County and for such purpose agreed to remit to 
the State Road Department monthly all sums of 
money received by it from the State Board of 
Administration as its 20% share of the surplus 
gasoline tax until such time as said advance has 
been repaid in full, and 
WHEREAS, the State Road Department ac¬ 
cepted said agreement of Gulf County, Florida 
under the terms set out in said resolution by 
resolution of the State Road Department adopted 
October 14, 1948 and thereafter made the neces¬ 
sary surveys and performed the other necessary 
engineering services for the construction of said 
roads and subsequently let a contract which in¬ 
cluded the construction of said roads, and 
WHEREAS, Gulf County, Florida, by resolution 
of its Board of County Commissioners adopted 
on February 15, 1949 declaring that said County 
was in desperate need of at least one-half of its 
20% share of the surplus gasoline tax accruing 
to the credit of said County, has requested that 
it be required to repay monthly only one-half of 
said 20% share and to this end has amended 
Sections 2 and 3 of the resolution of the Board 
of County Commissioners of Gulf County adopted 
September 10, 1948, subject to the approval and 
concurrence of the State Road Department, so as 
to provide that said County does covenant and 
agree with this Department to repay from its 20% 
share of the surplus gasoline tax accruing to the 
credit of said County all funds advanced for the 
construction of the roads described in the County’s 
resolution adopted September 30, 1948 and this 
Department’s resolution adopted October 14, 1948, 
and has further covenanted and agreed to remit 


to the State Road Department monthly one-half 
of its 20% share of the surplus gasoline tax until 
such time as said advance has been repaid in full 
and has further authorized the State Board of Ad¬ 
ministration to remit said one-half of the 20% 
surplus gasoline tax accruing to the credit of 
Gulf County directly to the State Road Depart¬ 
ment monthly until such time as said advance 
has been paid in full; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department of Florida as follows: 

— 1 — 

THAT the State Road Department does hereby 
accept the amendment to its agreement with Gulf 
County, Florida as proposed by the resolution of 
its Board of County Commissioners adopted 
February 15, 1949. 

— 2 — 

That all other provisions of the agreement be¬ 
tween Gulf County, Florida and the State Road 
Department made by the former’s resolution of 
September 30, 1948 and the latter’s resolution of 
October 14, 1948, shall remain in full force and 
effect without modification and this Department’s 
resolution of October 14, 1948 as amended by this 
resolution be and the same is hereby modified and 
confirmed in all respects. 

RESCISSION OF ACTION NAMING 
TITUSVILLE BRIDGE 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson ,the Board voted unanimously to rescind 
the action taken at the meeting of December 28, 
1948 giving the name of The Roy Roberts Bridge 
to the bridge on State Road A1A across the In¬ 
dian River at Titusville, and authorizing the erec¬ 
tion of markers on said bridge bearing that name. 
POLICY RE WAYSIDE PARKS 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the funds estimated to become avail¬ 
able to the Road Department during the year 1949 
will fall far short of the amount required to meet 
the many demands for new construction and pro¬ 
vide for maintenance of the mileage now under 
state maintenance; and 

WHEREAS, all funds should be expended where 
they will make the greatest contribution toward 
the improvement of the state road system, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the 
wayside park program be curtailed for the re¬ 
mainder of the year 1949, to the extent that con¬ 
struction shall be limited to the completion of 
those parks already under way at this time. 
DESIGNATION OF W. A. WILLIAMS 
AS AUDITOR 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Board voted unanimously to name as 
Auditor of the State Road Department, effective 
March 1, 1949, Mr. W. A. Williams, who haS 
served efficiently as Acting Auditor since the 
resignation of the late Wm. M. Wainwright 
November 1, 1947. 

RELEASE OF EXCESS R/W IN AVON 
PARK, HIGHLANDS COUNTY TO 
FRAZIER WATFORD ET AL 

The Secretary presented the matter of release 
of certain excess width right of way along Road 
25 in Avon Park, Highlands County, with recom¬ 
mendation from the Right of Way Division pur¬ 
suant to request from the County Attorney that 
conveyances be executed in favor of abutting 
owners. 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment of Florida that the Chairman and Secre¬ 
tary of this Department be and they are hereby 
authorized to execute and deliver conveyances 
on behalf of the Department to those certain 
strips of land situate in Avon Park, Highlands 
County, Florida, which were acquired for State 
Road No. 25 (Old 8-A) right of way purposes at 
no expense to the Department, but because of 
a reduction in right of way widths were never 
used for right of way purposes, such conveyances 
being to Frazier Watford and Zarada E. Wat¬ 
ford, his wife, Vernon C. Bass and Vera Estelle 
Bass, his wife, and Henry M. Giddens as abut¬ 
ting owners. 

RELINQUISHMENT OF PORTION OF 
PLATTED STREET FORMERLY USED 
AS R W AND BRIDGE APPROACH, 
STATE ROAD NO. 826, SECTION 
8717, DADE COUNTY 

The Division Engineer recommended that the 
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Department relinquish its interest in and to a 
portion of the right of way of State Road 826, 
Section 8717 in Dade County, being a portion of 
a Sunny Isles Ocean Beach Boulevard as dedi¬ 
cated upon Amended Plat of Bella Vista in Plat 
Book 8 on page 128 of the public records of Dade 
County, Florida; and that the Department con¬ 
sent to the inclusion of said relinquished por¬ 
tion of the right of way in a revised plat of a 
portion of Belle Vista Subdivision which has 
been submitted by The Sunny Isles Ocean Beach 
Company to the Board of County Commissioners 
of Dade County for approval and recording. 

On motion by Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the Board agreed to relinquish its 
interest in and to the following described por¬ 
tion of Sunny Isles Ocean Beach Boulevard 
(State Road 826), to wit: 

Beginning on the Northerly boundary of Sun¬ 
ny Isles Ocean Boulevard at the Southeast 
corner of Lot 21 as shown on Amended Plat 
of Belle Vista Subdivision, as recorded in 
Plat Book 8 at page 128 of the public rec¬ 
ords of Dade County, Florida; thence run 

North 87°24' West 98 feet; thence South 

27°26' West 12.5 feet; thence North 62°34' 
West 60 feet, more or less, to the waters 

edge of Biscayne River; thence Northerly, 
Easterly and Northerly along the waters 

edge of Biscayne River and connecting canals 
or waterways bounding said Sunny Isles 
Ocean Beach Boulevard to the Southwest 
corner of said Lot 21; thence Southeasterly 
along the South boundary of said Lot 21 
(North boundary of Sunny Isles Ocean Beach 
Boulevard) to the point of beginning, 
and that the State Road Department, in so far 
as its authority may extend and its interest may 
appear, does consent to the inclusion of said 

parcel of land in revised plat of said Belle Vista 
Subdivision. 

RECONVEYANCE OF UNUSED RIGHT 
OF WAY IN POLK COUNTY 

SECTION 1618, ROAD 25 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 

Nelson, the following resolution was adopted. 

WHEREAS, by reason of a revision in con¬ 
struction plans for Section 1618, State Road 25, 
Polk County, Florida, certain portions of right 

of way heretofore acquired by and at the expense 
of Polk County for said road, said portions lying 
in Sections 7, 8, 17 and 18, all in Township 27 
South, Range 27 East, will not be used for the 
right of way for the said road; and 

WHEREAS, Polk County has requested the 
Department to convey said unused portions of 
said right of way to the abutting owners, in re¬ 
turn for which conveyances for the right of way 
for the new location for said road will be ob¬ 
tained. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
the Department convey said unused portions of 
right of way to the abutting owners to wit Eva K. 
Sexton and Lois Louise Kesler, Vaughn E. Woods, 
Florida Southern College, Ethel D. Johnson, F. L. 
Sanders, and Triple “E” Development Company, 
and that the Chairman and Secretary of the De¬ 
partment be and they are hereby authorized to 
have prepared and to execute and deliver the 
proper instruments to effect this conveyance. 

ADVANCE OF FUNDS TO LEON COUNTY 
FOR R/W FSIC PROGRAM 

On motion of Mr. Taylor, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the resolution of Leon 
County, Florida, adopted by the Board of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners of said County on the 23rd 
day of February, 1949, requesting an advance of 
up to $40,000 of State road funds for the acqui¬ 
sition of rights of way for those certain roads 
which are being constructed or reconstructed in 
said County under contracts between said Coun¬ 
ty, the Florida State Improvement and/or the 
State Road Department (to which contracts 
reference is hereby made for a more particular 
description of said roads) said advance to be re¬ 
paid by said County in two equal installments 
from County ad valorem taxes levied, assessed 
and collected for the fiscal year 1949-1950, one 
installment of $20,000 to be paid on or before 
November 15, 1949 and one installment of $20,000 
(or such lesser sum as will fully repay said ad¬ 
vance) on or before December 15, 1949, be and 
the same is hereby approved; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Chair¬ 
man and Secretary are hereby authorized to 
execute for and on behalf of the Department all 
instruments and agreements necessary to effect¬ 
uate this advance and to secure its repayment 
as aforesaid. 

POLICY RELATING TO LOANS TO 
COUNTIES PAYABLE FROM 
COUNTY FUNDS 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, numerous requests have been re¬ 
ceived from various counties for the advance of 
funds to counties for the acquisition of rights of 
way and for the construction of county roads; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is thought that a statement of 
the general policy of the State Road Department 
in regard to such requests is desired; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
it will be the general policy of the State Road 
Department of Florida not to advance funds to 
counties for the purposes referred to above, 
where the counties hypothecate their 20% gas¬ 
oline tax surplus funds or other sources of rev¬ 
enue in repayment of the advance, unless such 


advance of funds can and will be repaid to the 
Department during the calendar year. In a case 
where a county is temporarily short of funds for 
such county purposes and will have funds coming 
in during the calendar year from which the ad¬ 
vance will be repaid, the State Road Department 
will look with sympathy upon a loan to said 
county. The purpose of this resolution is to 
keep funds available during the current budget 
year and to avoid tying up for years funds that 
may be used for current construction. 

ADVANCE OF FUNDS TO SANTA 
ROSA COUNTY FOR R/W 

The Board gave consideration to the resolution 
from the Board of County Commissioners of 
Santa Rosa County, requesting an advance of 
$27,000 for the acquisition of right of way for 
certain roads, to be repaid from its 20% share 
of the Surplus gasoline tax fund accruing to 
said county, beginning after the 30th of Septem¬ 
ber, 1949. After some discussion, on motion of 
Mr. Drake and seconded by Mr. Nelson, the 
Board voted unanimously to authorize the Chair¬ 
man to make available the sum of money re¬ 
quested, if and when an arrangement can be 
worked out and an agreement entered into with 
the County whereby the loan can be repaid 
during the current year. 

DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 
RECEIVED 
Brevard County 

Those present from Brevard County were 
Representative Hubert E. Griggs, Representative 
O. L. Burton, A. Fortenberry, Chairman, and C. 
Sweet Smith Jr., Member, of the Board of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners, John Stone and Lloyd 
Ramshur. 

A letter signed by Mr. Fortenberry made re¬ 
quest that that part of State Road on Merritt 
Island, from its intersection with State Road 520 
in the village of Merritt, north of its intersection 
with that part of Road 3 already paved, be in¬ 
cluded in the Secondary Federal Aid or farm-to- 
market system. Another letter requested the 
Board to continue the policy of the past by per¬ 
mitting the County Commissioners to suggest the 
roads to receive State aid from the Second gas 
tax. 

Clay County 

The delegation from Clay County included 
Representative S. D. Saunders, County Commis¬ 
sioner Jay Daniels, W. Guy Hall, Roy Knowles 
and R. H. Van Deusen of Green Cove Springs, 
L. B. Huntley and N. E. Hickerson of Doctor’s 
Inlet, and Frank Williams. 

Mr. Saunders filed a letter from Senator J. 
Slater Smith, Jr., endorsing the requests which 
were made by the County Commissioners at the 
Road Board meeting of January 24 and request¬ 
ing that they be considered for the 1949 budget; 
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also a resolution from the County Commissioners 
adopted February 25, asking that any surplus 
gas tax monies to the credit of Clay County, 
excepting the 20% surplus, be used by the De¬ 
partment toward construction of the road de¬ 
scribed in their former resolution as Item 2, i.e. 
“road from West Toccoi westerly along route of 
present graded road to Road No. 15, and con¬ 
struction of surfaced road westerly from Road 15 
along Clay-Putnam County line, distance of 6 
miles.” 

Mr. Saunders inquired about the Doctor’s In¬ 
let Bridge and was advised that it would be in 
the final budget. He said they would like to 
have some roads in the southern end of the 
county placed in the budget, and advised the 
Board that the legislative delegation and the 
county commissioners were in harmony in work¬ 
ing on the Clay County road program. 

Mr. Van Deusen, City Manager of Green Cove 
Springs, requested that U. S. Highway 17 be 
widened and resurfaced through Green Cove 
Springs. 

DeSoto County 

A resolution sent in by the Board of County 
Commissioners of DeSoto County urged that pro¬ 
visions be made in the budget for the widening 
of the bridges on Road 31 and Road 70 in that 
county, declaring their belief that many acci¬ 
dents might be prevented if these bridges were 
widened. 

Duval County 
(Also see Nassau Co.) 

The Duval delegation present included the fol¬ 
lowing: Joe W. Hammond, Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, W. S. Johnson, 
General Manager of the Jacksonville Chamber of 
Commerce, Dan Jones, Frank Sherman and 
Brady Johnston of the Chamber of Commerce 
Highway Committee, John T. Alsop, Guy H. 
Werley, W. W. Miller, Robert Angas, Robert Bur- 
ritt, S. L. Monroe and Jeff Spottswood of Jack¬ 
sonville, Mayor H. E. Lighty and J. H. Hendley, 
W. H. Goodloe and Henry Boyer, City Councif- 
men of Neptune Beach, and Mayor I. D. Sams 
of Jacksonville Beach. 

Mr. W. S. Johnson said that Mr. Whatley, 
President of their Chamber of Commerce, could 
not attend the meeting and asked him to malte 
presentation of the resolution containing the re¬ 
quests of the Highway Committee. In brief they 
were as follows: 

1. The Interstate Highway and Bridge Program. 
The Committee respectfully requests that 
the following named projects be started im¬ 
mediately upon completion of the financing 
of the whole program and that wherever 
possible, work be undertaken prior to the 
completed financing. 

(a) The viaduct in the vicinity of Myrtle 
Avenue 

(b) Bridge approaches in South Jacksonville. 

(c) U. S. 90 widening. 

2. Beach Boulevard Paving and Bridge Con¬ 
struction. 


3. Atlantic Boulevard Repairs and Improve¬ 
ments. 

4. Widening and Improvements of U. S. No. 1 
South of Jacksonville. 

5. North Approaches to Main Street Bridge. 

6. The Hazardous Hecksher Road and Bridges. 

7. Valdosta Short-cut. 

Mr. Johnson said they were glad to have the 
Road Board meet in Jacksonville and assured 
them that they were ready to be of assistance 
to the Department at all times. He expressed 
the hope that the Members would review the dif¬ 
ficulties in the traffic situation in Jacksonville. 

Mr. Burritt spoke of U. S. Highway 1 south 
from Jacksonville to Bayard, terming it the 
greatest bottleneck entering Jacksonville. Mr. 
Brady Johnston, Chairman of the Traffic Advis¬ 
ory Committee, spoke of the tremendous traffic 
problem in the city and said it should receive 
primary attention. He offered the suggestion 
that there were too many traffic lights on State 
highways. 

Mayor Sams of Jacksonville Beach spoke in be¬ 
half of the Beach Boulevard. 

Glades County 

Representative J. H. Peebles, Jr., was present 
from Glades County. He asked that a ten-mile 
section of the Citrus Center road be placed in 
the budget, as it was worn out but carried a 
great deal of traffic, and he added that they 
would be glad to have any part of this road 
that the Board found it possible to give them. 

Hamilton County 

Senator G. Warren Sanchez, Representative 
J. W. McAlpin, J. V. McCall, Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Clayton A. 
Avritt and Ben Bates were present from Hamil¬ 
ton County. Senator Sanchez expressed hope 
that the Suwannee River Bridge on State Road 
6 would be in the budget next year, and asked 
that the 1949 budget remain as it was tentative¬ 
ly adopted, without any transfers being made. 
He requested the Board not to use too much 
Hamilton County surplus funds, as the County 
wants to work up a county-wide program to put 
the county in good shape. 

Chairman McCall assured the Road Board that 
the Board of County Commissioners was 100% 
behind this program. 

Hillsborough County 

County Commissioner Elbert Moore and En¬ 
gineer Ed. W. Carroll were present in the in¬ 
terest of Hillsborough County. 

Jackson County 

A request for some token appropriation in the 
budget for the completion of Road 69 between 
Grand Ridge and Calhoun County line, a dis¬ 
tance of 7 miles, was filed by Senator C. L. 
Alford of Jackson County, who said that this 
section of road would complete a paved road 
from U. S. 90 at Grand Ridge to Port St. Joe, 
on the gulf coast, since the other remaining gap 
is now being constructed as a part of the FSIC 
program in Calhoun County. 


Lafayette County 

Senator G. Warren Sanchez appeared in behalf 
of Lafayette County. He stated that they were 
hoping to have the Dowling Park road connected 
with Road 53 in Madison County, a distance of 
2 or 3 miles, which would connect up a system 
of roads that would be very useful. He also 
spoke of the flood of the Suwannee River last 
year having washed out much of the surface of 
Road 20 and its need for a new top. He referred 
to the County’s request for a loan of $8,000 from 
surplus funds to pay for the indebtedness of the 
county resulting from emergency repairs which 
were necessitated by the overflow of the Suwan¬ 
nee River. He said the County was embarrassed 
because of these bills which it is unable to pay 
and he urged the Department to pay the bills 
and charge it against their surplus funds. 

He also spoke in behalf of the county-wide 
program to be financed through the State Im¬ 
provement Commission, and said the County 
could finance a $400,000 program of this kind 
over a period of ten years, which would put the 
county in good shape. 

Leon County 

Representative John Ward Henderson of Leon 
County appeared to thank the Department for 
working out the plan to assist in the paving of 
the half-mile section of the Miccosukee Road. 

Levy County 

Representative D. D. Allen, Chairman W. Ran¬ 
dolph Hodges and Members Louis O. Neeld, M. L. 
Smith and Ernest Stephens of the Board of 
County Commissioners were present from Levy 
County. Mr. Allen requested improvement of 
Road 40 from Yankeetown to Inglis, which is 
short but carries much traffic. Chairman Mc- 
Kethan advised that this road would be im¬ 
proved this year, not a new road, but it would be 
reconditioned under maintenance. He also ad¬ 
vised that Road 335 from Williston to Lebanon 
will be in the 1949 budget. 

Monroe County 

Those present in behalf of Monroe County were 
Representative B. C. Papy and County Commis¬ 
sioner Harry Harris. 

Nassau County 

Senator A. G. McArthur, Chairman John T. 
Ferreira and Frank Shaffer and John Higgin¬ 
botham of the Board of County Commissioners, 
Tom Crawford, William Rowe and Frank Con¬ 
ner were present from Nassau County. Senator 
McArthur told the Board they wanted to renew 
their plea for the secondary roads in Nassau 
County, especially in the area lying to the west 
of U .S. Highway 1, from Hilliard to the St. 
Mary’s River and back toward Callahan. He also 
spoke in behalf of the Valdosta-Jacksonville 
short cut. He said that there are two gaps in 
Florida that need paving in the near future, as 
Georgia has paved all of this road except for 
one short gap which is now being let to contract. 
Mr. Ferreira also spoke in favor of this road. 
Georgia Delegation Joins Nassau 

Senator McArthur presented former Governor 
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Ed. Rivers who headed a large delegation from 
the State of Georgia who had come in behalf of 
the short cut between Valdosta and Jacksonville, 
and who registered as follows:

Prom Moultrie—W. A. Blasingame, Chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners of Col¬ 
quitt County, A. E. Runnels, Secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, T. E. Rick, Jr., and L. A.

Governor Rivers addressed the Road Board in 
behalf of the Valdosta-Jacksonville Highway, 
stating that it would open up a vast territory of 
southeast and middle Georgia and reduce the 
distance between Valdosta and Jacksonville by 
25 miles, and that all the people in this terri¬ 
tory were asking that the Florida sections of the 
highway be included in the 1949 budget. He 
pointed out the relief this highway would bring 
to the heavy traffic on the existing routes, and 
nled a map showing trunk lines which feed into 
this road. He said that Georgia had provided 
for the completion of its section of the road 
which would come to a dead end at the State 
line unless Florida connects up. 

Mr. Hopkins of Folkston introduced the large 
delegation who he said were vitally interested in 
the completion of this road. 

Senator Oettmeir spoke forcibly of the im¬ 
portance of the road, stating it would help Flor¬ 
ida as much as Georgia. He spoke of the heavy 
timber in that section of Georgia, saying the 
crop is now larger and better than ever, and 
that Jacksonville is the natural export market 
for this section. 

Senator Padgett of Echols County expressed 
their pleasure at being able to meet with the 
Florida Road Board and said they would appre¬ 
ciate Florida’s cooperation in providing for the 
completion of the road into Jacksonville. 

Former Governor Thompson recalled a joint 
meeting of the Georgia and Florida highway 
officials which was held in May of 1947, at 
which time it was agreed that the road was of 
great importance to both states and should be 
built. He pointed out the greater distance lying 
in the State of Georgia, which with the contract 
for the last 16-mile strip to be let this year 
would carry out Georgia’s commitment on this 
road in full. 

Chairman Oxford of the Georgia State High¬ 
way Board confirmed the statement that the 
road would be completed in Georgia this year 
and they would like to see the Florida end pro¬ 
vided for in the 1949 budget. 

Mr. Marc Rawls, Manager of the Suwannee 
Division of the St. Regis Paper Company, said 
his company owned some 250,000 acres of land 
which would be served by this road and its com¬ 
pletion would be of great help to them. 

Mr. Amon, of the Columbus Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, spoke cf the 25,000 men stationed at Fort 
Benning, many of whom would look to Florida 
for vacations. Others who spoke of the advant¬ 
ages it would offer for tourist and commercial 
traffic included Mr. Harlel Langdale, Jr., of 
Valdosta, Dr. Blasingame of Moultrie, Mr. Lanc¬ 
ing Mays of Albany, Senator C. C. Ainsley of Lee 
County, Mr. Gordon Avison, Secretary of the 
Taylor County Chamber of Commerce, Senator 
Tom Rich of Decatur County, Senator Baggett of 
Grady County, and Mr. E. T. Hughes of the 
Camilla Chamber of Commerce. 

From Jacksonville—Chairman Hammond of 
Duval County and Mr. W. S. Johnson, Manager 
of the Jacksonville Chamber of Commerce, 
joined the Nassau County and Georgia delega¬ 
tions in behalf of the above road. Mr. Hammond 
said he had been working on this project for 
more than 20 years and he hoped he would live 
to see it completed into Jacksonville, since he 
thought it would be one of the greatest assets 
that could come to Duval County and the State 
of Florida. He urged that it be set up in the 
1949 budget. 

Mr. Johnson said he had considered this one 
of the principal road interests of Duval County 
and the City of Jacksonville for years. He point- 
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ed cut Jacksonville as the principal wholesale 
distributing center for some 22 counties in 
Georgia and said the people were now having to 
go some 25 miles out of their way to reach it. 

The resolution filed by the Board of County 
Commissioners of Nassau County asked that the 
road be located “to connect this paved highway 
with a paved highway from a point on the St. 
Mary’s River opposite the construction project In 
Charlton County, Georgia, along the nearest 
practical route to a point in Section One, Town¬ 
ship One, North, Range Twenty-four East, to 
connect with State Road No. 200,” and urged 
that this year’s budget include the survey and 
construction of this portion of the highway. 
SURVEY OF THE VALDOSTA-JACKSON- 
VILLE SHORT CUT AUTHORIZED 

On motion of Mr. Taylor, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Board voted to have the survey of 
the Valdosta-Jacksonville road completed at the 
earliest possible moment. 

Palm Beach County 

Chairman Lake Lytal and Member Paul Rardin 
of the Board of County Commissioners, J. M. 
Boyd, County Engineer, and Harry Johnson. 
County Attorney, were present from Palm Beach 
County. Mr. Lytal as spokesman said they came 
to thank the Board for everything and to invite 
them to hold a meeting in Palm Beach County. 

Polk County 

The Polk County delegation included Milton 
D. Wilson, County Attorney, E. A. Laurent and 
W. T. Duggan, County Commissioners, and Mayor 
G. J. Tolson, V. P. Selph and George Riddle of 
Lakeland. 

Mr. Wilson thanked the Board for what had 
been done for them. He especially asked for the 
maintenance of the road from Fort Meade to 
Frostproof. He advised the Board that Polk 
County had made surveys on certain roads in 
the county and had paid for them, with the 
understanding that when all right of way was 
secured the Road Department would take thefti 
over for maintenance. He said all of these roads 
have been thus taken over for maintenance ex¬ 
cept this one, and he felt their request that it 
be taken over was somewhat different from the 
usual request for maintenance. 

Mayor Tolson spoke of the urgent need for 
the truck route to by-pass and relieve the bot¬ 
tleneck traffic condition in Lakeland, and asked 
that it be speeded up. He said the acquisition of 
the necessary right of way would require some 
time. Mr. Riddle said they understood the sur¬ 
vey had been completed and was in the Talla¬ 
hassee office, and he asked that the deed forms 
be furnished the county as soon as possible, as 
he thought it would require about a year to com¬ 
plete this right of way. 

Putnam County 

Mr. Lester C. Bush, Manager of the Putnam 
County Chamber of Commerce, was present and 
filed a letter signed by A. J. Rinck, President of 
that body, containing their recommendations and 
requests for 1949 and giving urgent reasons 
therefore, briefly set out below: 
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1. State Road 15 from Sisco through Crescenl 
City. 

2. State Road 207 from Road 15 south of 
Palatka to intersect Road 206 in St. Johns 
County. Principal farm-to-market road 
through this territory. 

Maintenance—That State Road 26 from Mel¬ 
rose to Putnam Hall, the road from Orange 
Springs to Johnson Crossing, and Road 315 
from Interlachen to Grandin be taken over 
for maintenance. Improvement of these 
roads is required for transport of cattle, 
hogs, humus, timber, pulpwood, railroad ties, 
sand, kaolin, etc., originating in Putnam 
County. 

St. Johns County 

Senator Verle A. Pope, Rep. Charles Shepperd, 
Chairman G. R. Wiles of the Board of County 
Commissioners, and Mayor W. F. Rolleston of 
Marineland were present in behalf of Road AfA 
and other road interests of St. Johns County. 

Suwannee County 

Senator Warren G. Sanchez spoke in behalf of 
Suwannee County and asked that the money set 
up in the budget for widening of U. S. Highway 
90 between the Suwannee River and Live Oak be 
diverted, as they thought there were other pro¬ 
jects of more importance to Suwannee County, 
but if there was no way to divert it, that the 
project be left in the budget. 

Union County 

County Commissioners T. P. Renfroe and A. E. 
Howard were present from Union County. They 
were joined by John T. Alsop, former Mayor of 
Jacksonville, who spoke in behalf of the pro¬ 
posed road from Lake Butler to Olustee. He 
said that the County Commissioners of both 
Union and Baker Counties had adopted resolu¬ 
tions requesting this road. Mayor Alsop said 
that although he did not live in Union County 
he was tremendously interested in the road, 
which would bring great relief to the timber in¬ 
terests who are now hauling in the sand. Mr. 
Howard advised that the road is only 14 miles 


long and said the county commissioners asked 
that it be placed in the budget. 

QUESTION OF MAINTENANCE OF 
STEINHATCHEE RIVER BRIDGE 

The question of whether the Department would 
maintain the bridge over the mouth of the Stein- 
hatchee River at the Dixie-Taylor County line 
was taken up. On motion of Mr. Nelson and 
seconded by Mr. Drake, the Board voted against 
State maintenance on this bridge, as it does not 
form a connecting link in the State Maintained 
System. 

APPROVAL AND ADOPTION OF FINAL 
BUDGET FOR 1949 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment of Florida, that the Budget of Construc¬ 
tion, Maintenance and Betterment work for the 
year 1949 as prepared and tentatively adopted at 
a meeting held at Lakeland on January 24-25, 
1949, and as amended to carry the revisions 
made at this meeting, be and it is hereby adopt¬ 
ed as the program of work for the year 1949, the 
said revised and amended budget being in the 
words and figures following, to wit:
